Claims 16-21, 24-28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Feldl (U.S. Patent 5,096,045). 

Feldl shows at least two modules 12a and 12b having an operating position and a 
transportation position. Shown is an automated transferring device 38 for transferring 
items from one end to an opposite end. Figure 3 shows a transferring mechanism of 
one module can be connected to a transferring mechanism of a neighboring module as 
they are brought into an operating position. The modules may also be disengaged and 
transported. 

Re claim 17, the sides 13 are fully capable of fixing. a support above surface 28. 
Re claim 18, shown is a bridge mechanism 45. 

Re claim 19, once in place bridge mechanism 45 serves as an automatic coupling 
mechanism. 

Re claim 20, the modules are manually placed into the bridge mechanism. 
Re claim 21 , shown is a single motor 11. 
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Re claim 24, once apart the modules are fully capable of being folded. 
Re claim 25, modules can be disconnected. 
Re claim 26, shown are legs 14 and 15. 

Re claim 27, it is inherent that conveyors may be cleaned if used in an environment 
that requires it. 

Re claim 28, the working surface can be disinfected of so desired from an outside 
source. 

Re claim 30, the sides are fixing means as is broadly claimed. 

Claims 22, 23 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
